THE RT. REV. HENRY C. LAY, D.D. 


AS WE are about to go to press, the sad intelligence reaches us of the ter- 
mination by death of the long and distressing illness of the Bishop of Easton, 
For many weeks there has been but slight hope of his recovery, but though not 
unexpected, his death will none the less be a shock to his friends and the 
Church. Bishop Lay was for ten years connected immediately with the Do- 
mestic missionary work of this Board, having in 1869 been consecrated as 
Missionary Bishop of Arkansas, succeeding Bishop Freeman, who, in turn, was 
the successor of Bishop Polk, the first Bishop of Arkansas. 

In 1879 Bishop Lay was translated to Haston, becoming the first Bishop of 
the newly created diocese. His work there was no less of a missionary character 
than in his previous jurisdiction, but he never sought aid for it from the Board 
of Missions. 

Since his translation to Easton Bishop Lay has taken deep interest in the 
work of the Board of Managers, one of his last official acts being to preside as 
Senior Bishop present over the meeting of the Board in June. 

Suitable action will be taken at the next meeting of the Board and a

THE REV. STEPHEN HIGGINSON TYNG, D.D. 


THE Rey, Stephen Higginson Tyng, D.D., died at Irvington-on-the-Hudson 
on the 3d of September, 1885. Dr. Tyng was a director of the Domestic and 
Foreign Missionary Society as far back as 1829, and during his whole active 
ministry he gave his heart to the missionary work of the Church. As a mem- 
ber of the Board of Missions and of the Foreign Committee his zeal and judg- 
ment were invaluable. 

His missionary spirit kindled an interest in all who came under his influ- 
ence, and the child in Sunday-school as well as parishioners under long training 
caught the spirit of enthusiasm from him and learned to take an interest in the 
progress of the Church at home and abroad. Such earnestness, such enthusi- 
asm, such zeal for missions in a rector cannot fail to awaken a response in

Tue General Secretary gratefully acknowledges the receipt of messages and 
letters of greeting from many sources. Bishop Exuiort of Western Texas writes: 

So far as we can do so in this district we will seek to make the arduous duties of the 
place as light as possible, and each year, under Gon’s blessing, give you something encour- 
aging to say concerning us. 


Bishop WorTHINGTON, who has so lately taken up the work of the beloved 
Bishop Clarkson in Nebraska, writes: 

While I am very thankful for the recognition of the Domestic Board, Nebraska 
needs very much more than is bestowed. The Church is far behind nearly all the other 
religious societies in the State. Civilization here is permanent, the people are coming 
here in vast numbers to make homes; and everything is ready for them but the Church. 
I do not believe there is a State in the West where a large donation for missionary and 
educational work would so quickly bring forth great results as in Nebraska. Iam striving 
as faithfully as I know how to do my best with the little that we have. 


A letter from a much esteemed gentleman and his wife, stanch friends of 
the Board of Missions, awaited the General Secretary’s entrance into the 
Mission Rooms on September Ist, containing besides a cordial greeting, these 
words: ‘‘ We inclose a check to you, for the purpose of aiding in balancing the 
account of Domestic and Foreign Missions up to September Ist.” The check 
was for $1,000 and is acknowledged in the receipts as ‘‘a birthday gift.” 


A widowed lady, whose words and gift mean a great deal, encloses five 
dollars and says, “ Will you use this for the great and good work. I should be 
ashamed to send so small a sum did I not remember to apply Curist’s loving, 
encouraging words, ‘She hath done what she could,’ and I also realize that He, 
who alone can judge truly and justly of persons, looks more at the motive from 
which money is given than at the amount. He can make any mite increase 
His earthly power and glory.” 


THE WIDOW’S MITE. 


‘‘WHAT more tender,” said Mr. Webster, in one of his most remarkable 
forensic efforts, ‘‘ what more tender, more solemnly affecting, more profoundly 
pathetic, than this charity, this offering to Gop of a farthing? We know 
nothing of her name, her family, or her tribe; we only know that she was a 
poor woman and a widow, of whom there is nothing left upon record but this 
sublimely simple story, that when the rich came to cast their proud offerings ' 
into the treasury, this poor woman came also, and cast in her two mites which 
make a farthing.” It was magnificent benevolence, for she gave all her living. . 
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The fact of her having two bits presented no temptation to cut down her 
offering one-half—she trusted Gop and gave the whole. And yet this unex- 
ampled benevolence is often misrepresented. Not unfrequently the.memory 
of this blessed woman is insulted, by calling our parsimonious gifts the widow’s 
mite. No, no! the widow’s mite was a mountain of benevolence beside the 
stinted gifts to which men attach the name ‘‘ widow’s mite,” a very Andes in 
the comparison, whose heart and ribs and head of gold reach to the heavens, so 
high that all the world has seen it, and will to the end of the world. 


INTERCESSION FOR MISSIONS. 


THE Board at its September meeting passed a resolution directing atten- 
tion to the recommendation of the House of Bishops that ‘‘the Sunday next 
before Advent, or any day in the week in which the Festival of St. Andrew’s 
occurs, be observed by the Church asa time of special intercession for Missions.” 

It is well that we should be reminded by the recommendation of a special 
time of prayer, that the Church is to look upwards at all times for a blessing 
upon her missionary efforts. ‘‘ Paul may plant, and Apollos water, but Gop 
giveth the increase.” All our labors must be in vain except we have His 
blessing. Of this fundamental truth we cannot be too strongly persuaded, and 
it is fitting that we should have it called to our minds as we are entering upon 
a new year of missionary work. What great responsibility the Lorp has laid 
upon His Church! What great help He has pledged to His faithful servants 
in doing His will! It is ours to accept the duty loyally and call upon Him 
mightily for wisdom and courage and strength. The hindrances, the obsta- 
cles, the discouragements all will yield before the Church united in purpose 
and bowed in prayer. 

The English Church Missionary Society thus calls attention to the appoint- 
ment in England: 

We desire to remind all the friends of the Church Missionary Society that the Day 
of Intercession for Foreign Missions reverts this year definitely to St. Andrew’s Day, 
November 30th. We earnestly hope it may now again be widely and fully observed. 
Prayer for more laborers, prayer for a spirit of sympathy and liberality at home, prayer 
for the Missionaries abroad, prayer for the converts, prayer for the heathen, all are con- 
tinually needed. Here will be an opportunity, in addition to our private or family inter- 
cessions, to unite together as a Church in supplication (with thanksgiving) for the 
Church’s first and greatest work. 

The Mission field of our American Church is at home as well as abroad— 
Missions to the Indians and the Colored ; Missions in the crowded cities and 
in the broad States and Territories cry to us for ministrations of mercy. This 
cause, which should be first in every Christian heart, can be served by prayers as 
well as by alms. Give to the cause not your alms only but your prayers also, 


THE APPROPRIATIONS EXTENDED. 
THE Board of Managers, which at the June meeting renewed the appropri- 
ations for three months only, has now voted to extend them to cover the year. 
We are sure this announcement will carry joy with it throughout the mission-

ary field and give new heart to the faithful servants who are doing the Church’s 
work. Tle fear of curtailment must chill the hearts of the Bishops and other 
Missionaries who see everywhere need of more liberal provision for the work. 
We hope that the danger of it may stir up the wills of the friends of Missions 
to do their utmost to prevent such a possibility in the future. In taking this 
action the Board has been eager to interpret the desire of the Church that the 
work shall not be checked. The offerings of the last few months in response 
to the appeals against the calamity of curtailment showed an earnest purpose 
to make good the deficiency of the year, though they fell short of the need. 
Happily the payment of legacies saved the treasuries from the serious embar- 
rassment which threatened, and hence the venture of faith which determined 
to continue the work on its present scale. Let us not be deceived. Legacies 
are a very precarious dependence, even if it were clearly right to employ them 
for doing the work which should be done by the living. The Board can only 
justify its action in continuing the present rate of expenditure by the hope 
and promise of much larger liberality than heretofore on the part of the living. 
Let every congregation and individual resolve that that hope shall not be dis- 


appointed. 
TO WHAT THE APPROPRIATIONS ARE APPLIED. 


In brief, the expenses in the Domestic field are for the salaries and travel- 
ling expenses of thirteen Missionary Bishops and for the stipends of four hun- 
dred and seventy Missionaries, as well as to support schools among the Indians 
and Colored people. 

In the Foreign field there are the Bishops of Africa, China, Japan and 
Haiti, with their Missionary staffs, in all two hundred and forty-five, to be 
maintained; churches, schools and hospitals are to be supported in these 
heathen lands, and the school in Greece. 

Without providing for the increase which ought to be going on all the 
time, every dollar which is now asked for is needed to keep the present work 
alive. 


REQUIREMENTS.

Taking the offerings of the year just closed as a basis of calculation, it will 
be seen that the offerings for Domestic Missions were $133,852.88, which is 
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$72,603.63 less than the requirement for this year. It will therefore be neces- 
sary to increase the offerings for the Domestic department 55 per cent. over 
last year. 

For Foreign Missions the offerings were $103,193.18, which is $43,127.86 
less than the requirement for this year. It will therefore be necessary to in- 
crease the offerings for the Foreign department 42 per cent. over last year. 
This is an affair for every rector and Missionary and member of the Church 
to consider seriously. Early and enlarged offerings on the part of those who 
have been accustomed to share the burdens will be needed to give encourage- 
ment, and the little or much, according to the ability of each, of every congre- 
gation and person will be necessary to carry us safely through the year. 

FOUR THINGS THAT ARE ESSENTIAL. 

First, that every congregation, small or large, shall at least have the oppor- 
tunity to give one offering for Domestic and one for Foreign Missions within 
the year. This is so largely within the power of the Clergy that if they will 
make it a matter of conscience it can be accomplished. 

Second, every member of the Church should know the facts and the situ- 
ation, und be asked to consider the duty and privilege of contributing toward 
the great missionary work to which the Church is pledged. 

Third, to impress those who are contributors with the urgent need of a 
strong effort to increase their gifts for this year. 

Fourth, especial care should be taken so to direct offerings that they will 
apply to meet the engagements of the Church through her Board of Missions. 
More and more have large gifts been diverted from the Board to gratify special 
appeals. Sunday-schools and parishes have been induced to direct their offer- 
ings to the help of some particular field, and the missionary treasury of the 
Church has suffered in consequence and been left without the means to meet 
its engagements. We appeal to our brethren of the Clergy and laity to see to 
it that missionary moneys are so contributed, through the Board, as to sustain 
the general work. 


LEGACIES—HOW SHOULD THEY BE USED ? 


THs question deserves more than a passing notice. It should be well 
considered by all parties who have the management of our religious societies. 
In the first place, legacies are a special, a sacred trust. The parties leaving 
them are dead. They can no longer control their use. They may make con- 
ditions, and put upon them restrictions, but they can no longer see that the 
conditions and restrictions are complied with. All this must be left to those 
who administer them—hence the sacredness of the responsibility. As a rule, 
we do not think they should be used to pay debts, and yet this is a very com- 
mon mode of disposing of them. Is this just to the dead ? Is it well for the 
living? Wethink not. The living work of the Church should be carried on 
by the living members of the Church. No Board or Committee has any right 
to contract debts which dead persons are to pay. We do not think Gop re- 
quires any such thing at our hands. He asks us to do what we can and no 
more. While He tells us to have faith, to work in faith, He does not tell us 
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to goin debt. With a true faith, and with proper efforts on our part, we shall 
find as our needs may be so will be our supply. 

But what shall we do with legacies? We suggest that they be kept en- 
tirely separate from the ordinary contributions ; that they be made a special 
fund to be used in emergencies when new and important work is to be accom- 
plished, and then only by the special action of the Board. Such work is ever 
presenting itself in our various missionary fields. The practice has been too 
common to meet these demands by running into debt, and then worrying over 
our embarrassments, and spasmodically appealing to the Church to help us out. 
Should our business men adopt such a policy it would be condemned as unsafe, 
unsound and unwise. Should not Christian men set such an example in the 
conduct of benevolent affairs as others may follow? We make these sugges- 
tions to be thought over by our readers. 


BE JUST BEFORE GENEROUS. 

WE are all familiar with the phrase, “We ought to be just before we are 
generous,” as it is sometimes applied to the question of taking offerings in 
Church for any other than parochial objects. A rector tells of his experience 
in this way: One Sunday I gave notice to the congregation that the Sunday 
following a collection would be taken for Diocesan Missions. During the week 
a meeting of the vestry was held, and the senior warden delivered himself of 
the proverb and directed attention to the notice which the rector had given on 
the last Sunday, saying, ‘‘Before we send any money away we ought to pay our 
debts.” Enquiry followed by members of the vestry as to what the debt was; 
surprised that the parish was in financial embarrassment. A strict examination 
of the ccndition of the treasury revealed the fact that the debt at that time 
amounted to precisely three dollars. It is needless to say that the collection 
was taken. 

Another incident which has come under our notice exhibits a spirit some- 
what in contrast with that of the just warden. The incident is as follows: 
‘“We have read lately of a new church, in a very poor neighborhood in Eng- 
land, where the need of local funds was pressing, whose first collection on the 
day of its consecration was devoted to Foreign Missions. A Church blessed 
with such a true missionary spirit will be dear to the Master and His special 
care.” 

Will some of our brethren give us their views and experience upon this 
question. Should parishes that are in debt take collections for Missions ? 


Mk. RUSKIN’S ADVICE. 

Mr. RuskIN gives the following advice to an Edinburgh student in a letter, dated 
August 6th, 1854, which has just been printed: ‘‘I am sure I never said anything to 
dissuade you from trying to excel, or to do great things. I only wanted you to be sure 
your efforts were made with a substantial basis, so that just in the moment of push your 
footing might not give way beneath you; and also I wanted you to feel that long and 
steady effort made in a contented way does more than violent effort made from some 
strong motive or under some enthusiastic impulse. And I repeat—for of this I am per- 
fectly sure—that the best things are only to be done in this way. It is very difficult 
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thoroughly to understand the difference between indolence and ‘reserve of strength, be- 
tween apathy and severity, between palsy and patience; but there is all the difference in 
the world, and nearly as many men are ruined by inconsiderate exertion as by idleness 
itself. To do as much as you can healthily and happily do each day in a well-determined 
direction, with a view to far-off results, and with present enjoyment of one’s work, is the 
only proper, the only essentially profitable way.” 


The above is wise and true, but it needs to be complemented by something 
that is equally true. There is oftentimes need of supreme effort, concentration 
of energy, vigorous, rapid strokes which are exhausting and must be followed 
by a season of rest. The army in camp fortifying and entrenching and gather- 
ing strength is doing important work, but when it goes into action it requires 
that every force be ready to strike with vigor. Oelerity of movement, intensity 
of purpose, watchfulness without weariness, zeal which cannot be defeated, all 
these are needful to win the victory, and so in Church matters a long look 
ahead is good, a long steady pull in faith; but it is equally necessary to be alert 
against the adversary, and to put forth strength without fear of fatigue, and to 
work and pray with all the might. 


Easter-day in 1886 falls upon the 25th of April. This is the latest day 
upon which Kaster can possibly fall. Never during the past century has it 
occurred at so late adate and but twice within that period so late as April 24th. 
Nor will it occur again after next Easter until the year 1943 upon a later date 
than April 23d. The earliest day upon which Easter can fall is March 22d, 
which was the date in 1818, the only instance of so early a day for more than a 
century, and it will not recur upon that day until after the year 2000.

OUR HOME MISSION FIELDS. 


We call attention to the following thought- 
ful paper which bears directly on our home 
work: 

What a colossal heritage is this! The 
Englishman was not far wrong who bounded 
it by the Pole, the Equator, the Rising Sun, 
and the Day of Judgment! 

Estimate the extent of our land by com- 
parative areas. Taking Connecticut as a 
unit, it is contained in Michigan twelve 
times, in Kansas eighteen, in Oregon twenty, 
in Dakota thirty, in California forty, in 
Texas sixty, in Alaska one hundred and 
twenty; and in the whole country from 
six hundred to eight hundred times. We 
could give to every individual of 50,000,000 
nearly fifty acres, and to every person now 
on the globe over one and a half acres. If 
the whole country were settled as thickly 
as Connecticut, we should have only 400,- 
000,000. 

We have been wont to think of Missouri 
as the western limit. It is this side of the 
centre, and taking the range east and west, 
even San Francisco is east of the centre of 
territory swayed by the United States flag; for 
Attu Island, the westernmost of the Alaskan 
group, is farther west of San Francisco than 
that city is west of the Maine boundary. 
Forty New Englands lie beyond the Missis- 
sippi. 

Gop has built this land to be the abode 
of a great people. Our river system pro- 


claims it. Here are six of the grandest 
streams that ever bore the barges of pleasure, 
or the vesselsof commerce. The Mississippi, 
2,986 miles long; the Missouri, 3,096; the 
Rio Grande, 1,800; the Columbia and Red, 
each, 1,200; the Ohio, 950; the Arkansas, 
2,000. The united length of these, 12,000. 
Other things equal, civilization follows the 
river. Take the Ohio, Missouri and Missis- 
sippi together, and we have a grand course- 
way of waters from the northern lakes and 
the gates of the eastern and western moun- 
tains to the Gulf. Another triad of rivers 
from the Rocky Mountains flows into the 
western sea; and these great rivers run 
through vast wheat and cornfields, vast tim- 
ber lands, and vast coal deposits. 

Let us not be too proud of our Atlantic 
coast. There is a triangular empire, boun- 
ded by the Ohio and Missouri and the great 
lakes, that contains the granary of the conti- 
nent, if not the treasury of the world. A 
golden belt of average wealth stretches from 
the City of the Straits to the Missouri fifty 
miles wide, over a large part of which the 
average per capita is from $850 to $1,300; as 
great as in Massachusetts, greater than in 
New York; while, within this triangle, the 
average culture is aS great as in any por- 
tion of our land, and in the northern part 
higher than in even New York and New 
England. 

That triangular empire is not yet one hun- 
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dred years old. In the days of the Declaration 
of Independence, civilization had scarcely 
crossed the Alleghanies. The Mississippi 
Valley was a desert. Now, the centre of 
population and civilization is nearly at the 
Father of Waters! And beyond that mighty 
river is another triangular empire that in 
fifty years will control the destinies of the 
continent. 

This great nation holds the Belt of Power. 
It is within 30° and 50° of north latitude 
where the greatest achievements of history 
have been wrought. France, Spain, Italy, 


and lower Europe; Palestine, Persia, Upper) 


India, China, and Japan; Assyria, Greece, 
Rome, and Upper Egypt lie within this his- 
toric zone, within whose channel limits lie 
also the United States. 

THE GREAT PROBLEM. 

Gop has left us no excuse for not achiey- 
ing a great history and destiny. Here is a 
gigantic problem to be solved, and here are 
magnificent factors for its solution. Ma- 
terial wealth and prosperity, grand enter- 


prises of commerce and public improvement, 
cannot work out that mighty solution. Rail- 
roads may enclose the whole land with an 
iron net-work, colossal cities may reach out 
their arms till they touch each other; but 
unless these material signs of progress shall 
be accompanied with the Gospel, unless 
churches stand side by side with schools and 
court-houses, unless the Word of Gop and 
the Christian conscience erect their bulwarks 
of social order and morality and piety, the 
foundations of peace and prosperity are not 
assured, We may at any time be given over 
‘to the tender mercies of nihilism and com- 
munism, atheism and anarchy. 

‘‘ Material interests are but the scaffolding 
to the Church of Gop.” The physical feat- 
ures of the land are only a basis for material 
progress and civilization; but all this is but 
to give opportunity for the Church of Curist 
to plant Christian institutions in the midst 
of the people, and to keep pace with the 
advance of the westward course of empire.— 
Homiletical Monthly. 


THE MISSION OF THE CHURCH IN THIS COUNTRY. 


We quote from the annual address of 
Bishop Garrett to his Clergy: 

‘*Our mission is to plant the Church and 
Kingdom of Curist in this new fair land. 
We are not ‘called’ but ‘sent.’ We must 
not expect to find things as they are in older 
communities where the Church has been 
rooted for generations. We occupy the 
virgin soil of unbroken prairies. New 
towns, half of whose inhabitants dwell in 
tents and unpainted huts, are the sphere of 
our operations. Every parish as it grows 
should feel the impulse to which it owes its 
origin too strong to be denied. The largest 
cities and strongest parishes were but feeble 
towns and struggling Missions when the 
jurisdiction began its work. To missionary 
enthusiasm and generous sympathy else- 
where they owe their present vigorous 
health. Shall they now selfishly retain all 
the fruits of these ministrations of love, and 
refuse to hand on to others the lamp of 
life by which they have been so happily 
guided? All life involves development. 
If development cease, stagnation and death 
ensue. No parish can hope to flourish long 


which, providing for itself able ministration, 
fine music, and all the accessories of relig- 
ious comfort, neglects to found Missions in 
weaker places. For it thus sets at naught 
the very principles of sympathy and love by 
which its own infancy was fostered. Its 
apparent exuberance of life will be only like 
the foliage of the fruitless fig-tree, calcu- 
lated to deceive and disappoint. 

‘““The command is imperative—‘Go ye 
into all the world.’ While a single soul 
remains untaught the responsibility remains 
binding upon the Church as a whole and 
upon every member of it in particular, | 

‘¢¢ Freely ye have received, freely give,’ 
states the origin and condition of our 
spiritual life. This life is the free gift of 
Gop in the redeeming love of Carist. We 
can retain it only on condition that we give 
it to others. Every Christian is therefore 
a Missionary by the necessary law of the 
Spirit of Life in Curist Jesus. And for this 
reason every Priest of Gop should be im- 
pelled by a constant and undying energy; 
finding his rest only in the ever-increasing 
numbers of the missionary labors.” 


COMMUNICATIONS. 
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WORK AMONG THE 


Sout Carouina.—The following letter! 
from the Rev. THomas B. Cuarxson will! 
show how the work is progressing at Eastover: 
‘‘ Another year of our missionary work has 
closed, and I am happy to state that not- 
withstanding the many obstacles we have 
had to contend with, our work is in a more 
prosperous condition than at any previous 
time. These people, if they are to be 
brought into the Church, must be dealt with 
kindly; naturally they are a very forgiving 
people. In all my dealings with them I 
have found them void of malice—and few 
know them as I do, having been brought 
up among them from my very earliest in- 
fancy, and since I have been a Missionary 
among them I have seen nothing to change 
my opinion. No other people under similar 
circumstances could have acted as they 
have done, and I think that it is our boun- 
den duty, and the duty of the Church, to 
do all they can to elevate and enlighten 
them. This, no doubt, you will think is 
strange language coming from a Southern 
man, but I entered the Ministry with the 
sole purpose to devote my life and energies 
to these people. 

“‘T am happy to state that the school-house, 
the gift of that godly and philanthropic 
man the Rev. James Siul, D.pD., is in a fair 
way of completion. We hope by the 1st 
of November to have it finished and ready 
for the opening of our school. When fin- 
ished it will be quite a neat and commodi- 
ous building. 

‘Our Sunday-schools are still largely at- 
tended and muchinterest is manifested. As 
soon as we get into our new house no doubt 
there will be a great increase. Much interest 
is still taken in the Bible-class, and we meet 
every week with a goodly number in at- 
tendance.”

under his charge in three counties of Ten- 
nessee are sent us by the Rev. CHARLEs F. 
Couuins, of Trenton: 

** Trenton, Gibson County.—I have been in 
charge of this Mission nearly four years. 
On taking charge of it I found about forty 
communicants. About twenty removed dur- 
ing the first year and a few died. There 
was no church building. We have been 
worshipping in hired houses. We have now 
a very neat and comfortable parsonage, 
and a church—commenced about two years 
ago—we hope soon to complete. The fre- 
quent removal of communicants weakens us, 
but the town is improving, and we will do 
better when we get into our new church. 


PROSPECTS MORE ENCOURAGING. 

‘* Ripley, Lauderdale County.—We have 
here the best church building in the town, 
It has had only occasional Services for many 
years. The few Church people are earnest 
and faithful, and the condition and pros- 
pects more encouraging than at former 
periods. 

WILL SOON BE SELF-SUPPORTING. 

“¢ Covington, Tipton County.—This Mission 
is in better condition than I have ever 
known it. The Ladies’ Aid Society have 
raised in the last year $500, which has been 
used in repairing the church building and 
paying the Missionary’s salary. Ithink this 
Mission will soon be self-supporting. 

‘¢Ravenscroft Chapel, Tipton County.—This 
Mission is in the country about five miles 
from any town. Within a few years a new 
chapel has been built and the communicants 
are faithful and devoted to the work of the 
Church. Not far from Ravenscroft is St. 
Stephen’s Mission, in charge of Rev. Ossian 
Alston (colored), Deacon. I have held 
occasional Services at this Mission and 
always with great satisfaction. Mr. Alston 
is an earnest and faithful minister, and 
merits confidence and support.” 


CATIONS. 


and trust that there are some good Church 
people, wko approve of such an effort, and 
who will come to our aid in a most impor- 
tant and promising work. The accompany- 
ing picture gives a view of ‘‘Ascension 
School,” with the church and rectory near 
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by, and the grand range of the Eagle Moun- 
tains, with their cultivated foothills, in the 
background. 

The centre building was the former resi- 
dence of Mr. Samuel G. French, and with 
the surrounding grounds of one hundred 
acres was bequeathed by him to the Bishop 
of Oregon, for the purpose of maintaining 
there a girls’ school. 

This school was opened for its first term 
on the 4th of September last, with four 
teachers and twenty-five pupils. These in- 
creased during the year to forty-nine, twen- 
ty-two of whom were boarders. Soon after 
opening the school it was found necessary to 
enlarge the dining-room, and build addi- 
tional dormitories. Even with this second 
enlargement to the house occupied by Mr. 
French, there was still need of more room 
for the musical department, for an infirmary, 
for visitors and guests, and for the better 
accommodation of the head-master’s family. 
This has been secured by the erection of a 
two-story wing east of the central building. 
There has also been added a wing to the 
main school-room on the north. We have 
thus accommodation for forty boarders, with 
the necessary teachers and servants, and 
school-rooms for seventy-five pupils. 

These buildings and furniture have cost 
over $7,000 in money, besides the dormitory 
furniture provided by the Woman’s Auxil- 
iary and other missionary organizations in 
the East. With the exception of a small 
balance, these improvements are paid for, 
however, and we begin our work with no 
embarrassing debt. But we have many 
needs yet. The furniture of the new wing 
and new school-room will cost $750 at least; 
an additional piano is required and the con- 
struction of porches around a great portion 
of the building isa pressing need for protec- 
tion against sun and storm, and as places of 
exercise in winter. 

The head-master of the school being entire- 
ly one with me in the desire to extend its bene- 
fits as widely as possible, we have resolved to 
reduce the terms to $200 a year for boarding 
and tuition, and to charge but $25 a term or 
$50 a year for musical instruction. We are 
not ignorant that this is something of a 
venture, but we make this venture in the 
interests of Christian education, and with 
an earnest desire to reach a large number of 
girls who must otherwise always be shut 
out from the benefits of our schools. 


A PROMISING FIELD. 

The Roman Catholics have shown great 
wisdom in this respect, and throughout all 
this country have established cheap schools, 
and simply through their cheapness brought 
a large number of Protestant children within 
their influence. It is high time that our 
Church was extending her better schools in 
the same way. It is my deliberate convic- 
tion that no expenditure of money or labor 
will bring a better or more enduring return 
than this. I believe that the Church would 
show her highest wisdom by generous en- 
dowments and scholarships, by means of 
which our schools should be crowded with 
the children of the great body of the people, 
to whom they are now unknown. ‘There is 
no more promising missionary field for the 
Church than this, and we may well wonder 
that it has been so long neglected. The 
success of Ascension School has led to an 
urgent demand from the citizens of the Cove 
and other parts of Union County for the 
establishment of a boys’ school in the same 
neighborhood and under the same auspices. 
A large block of ground has been given us, 
and a liberal sum of money subscribed by 
the people of the neighborhood. The foun- 
dations of ‘: Leighton Academy” have al- 
ready been laid, the’building is well under 
way, and the school is to open on the 17th 
of September. 

If these two schools can be successfully 
established at this place, they will greatly 
sustain and strengthen each other, and make 
a most important centre of educational in- 
fluence and Church life for all the future. - 
The capabilities and promises of such a work 
are most inviting, in view of which we can 
already say of its wise founder and hbenefac- 
tor that he ‘‘ builded better than he knew.” 

To make this undertaking a sure success, 
however, assistance from abroad is most 
needful, and I am seeking to secure scholar- 
ships of $50 or $25 for this purpose. We 
have already a few of these scholarships that 
are most helpful; but if the number could be 
increased to fifty, we should be enabled to 
do a great and blessed work for the Chris- 
tian education of the boys and girls of this 
land. We are seeking to do this in simple 
and comparatively inexpensive buildings, 
spending nothing for architectural show 
and effect, but chiefly aiming to provide a 
higher and hetter education for the people 
of anew country for whom costly schools are © 
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a simple impossibility. Believing that there 
are many, members of the Church who will 
sympathize with such an effort, I take this 
way of making our work known to them, 
and of asking for such a share of their bene- 
factions as they are ‘‘disposed in their 
hearts” to give us.

THE EFFECT OF NEGLECT. 

If any one does not believe in Domestic 
Missions, Indiana would bea good place for 
him to study the effects of neglecting a 


growing country. Three-quarters of our 
people are as thoroughly heathen as if they 
lived in the heart of Africa. Church mem- 
bers of all denominations think they have 
discharged their religious duties to perfec- 
tion if they attend church once in six weeks. 
Other religious bodies have lost all spiritual 
influence over the people. Their only hold 
on the community is a social one. Nothing 
could have taught me that the Church is the 
salt which preserves the religious life of 
other religious bodies better than a year’s 
experience in Indiana. But alas, if the salt 
has lost its savor!

Our letters this month are from many parts 
of the country, and all speak of great oppor- 
tunities and the pressing need of men and 
means. How can it be otherwise with such 
a vast field? Ifthe Church is to take this 
country for Crist, reinforcement, not re- 
trenchment, must be the word. 

AN INTERESTING FIELD. 

IpaHo.—The Rev. J. D. McConxny 
writes from Lewiston: ‘‘This is an old 
town whose origin is due to the thirst for 
gold occasioned by the discoveries in, and 
stampede into, northern Idaho in 1861. 
Then there were four thousand people dwell- 
ing in tents, and stretched along the banks 
of the Snake and Clearwater Rivers, on 
whose confluence the old and present town 
now stands, and at the head of navigation. 

‘¢ But although the mining days are gone, 
and agriculture, which gives stability, per- 
manency, and prosperity, has taken its 
place, yet vestiges of former days and the 
mining-camp life still exist in the make-up 
of the social and material elements of the 
town. Here will be found a free-and-easy 
people. They are perfectly indifferent in 
the matter of religion, and religious teaching. 
If there be preaching or religious teaching, 
well and good. They will not seek it, yet 
when it comes they will not directly oppose 
it. Not long ago we wrote Mr. S—, asking 
the privilege to hold Service in the read- 
ing-room of the quarters at Fort , and 
received the reply that should we come we 
would be welcome, and if we did not we 
would be welcome. Thus, although they 
do not oppose, they do not support, or give 
us even the encouragement to go ahead, 


They regard religion as a good thing in its 
place, but not indispensable, for they live 
by the theory that they can subsist without 
it, although, when they come to die or be 
buried, they cannot do without its consola- 
tion and final committing benediction, for 
they must, no matter what kind of lives 
they have led, have a clergyman to officiate 
at their funeral. Only a short time ago we 
were called upon to officiate at the funeral 
of a horse-thief who fell dead from the 
bullet fired by the sheriff whom he despe- 
rately resisted. Not long since, also, did we 
have the call to a similar Service over the 
remains of two men, both Romanists, who 
it was supposed had been foully murdered, 
but afterward it was declared a Kilkenny 
fight in which the one killed the other. 
We hope none of our eastern brethren will 
have us presented before an ecclesiastical 
tribunal. 

‘‘Into this place with its indifference, 
coarseness, and characteristic mining pro- 
clivities came the ambassadors of Curist. 
First among the number were Missionary 
Bishops and itinerant Clergy of the Church, 
who gave those desirous of hearing the glad 
tidings of the Gospel an opportunity to 
avail themselves of the privileges therein 
contained. The first to break the hard and 
fallow ground was our own dear Church. 
She was the first, but true to prophetic 
utterance she seems to be the last in gaining 
a strong, faithful, unsinking foothold. 
Four years ago Bishop Tuttle, the dear, 
good and beloved shepherd of this western 
fold, organized a Mission and placed asa 
resident minister to the people of this sec-

tion the Rev. J. D. McConkey, who is still 


in charge, and has since his appointment 
labored in a commendable degree, under the 
most trying and disadvantageous circum- 
stances, sacrificing much for the cause of 
Curist and His Church. 

‘¢ At the outset there was no place in which 
to hold Service, except through the courtesy 
of one of the denominations which lacked a 
pastor, but which only amounted to this: 
You are welcome to our church until we 
have our own minister. Thus the work was 
to be carried on either in uncertainty, or a 
permanent place must be secured in the 
shape of a rented hall, or a suitable place 
for the time being, on a promise to pay 
some time in the future. The latter was 
regarded as the better move. So property 
was bought on time conditions. On this 
was a log-house 20 x 30 feet, built with tim- 
ber, floated to the site whereon it stands, 
and which has been used for various pur- 
poses, and by various occupants, from the 
miner who, at peep of day, crept out 
through the only opening, a narrow, rec- 
tangular hole, which served both as a win- 
dow and door, and the baker who furnished 
the many with their daily bread, to the 
place for worship, where the Bread of Life 
is dispensed. 

‘¢To this log hut an extension of twelve 
feet was made, and the space so enclosed was 
divided into two rooms 10x12 feet, con- 
stituting a kitchen and a room for innumer- 
able purposes. These two rooms have 
formed the Missionary’s home for the last 
four years. But the time is come when the 
audience-room is not only inadequate, but 
for many reasons inconvenient. Whenever 
sickness occurs in the Missionary’s family 
the Church Services have to be omitted. 
This is very discouraging to the minister 
and a drawback to the work, inasmuch as 
those who do attend the Services, and even 
those who are members of the Church but 
are not strong in the faith, rooted and 
grounded, wander off to the denominations, 
and become more loose in their attachment 
and wavering in their faith, with a thirst 
for novelty, to which they are naturally pre- 
disposed too much as it is, and get more 
and more into the natural groove of running 
here and there for meat, and grumble if 
they be not satisfied. 

‘¢In such a case the Missionary is grieved 
at heart and perplexed in mind what to do. 
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One of two things must be done, and done 
quickly, if we would succeed and gain 
ground. Hither a residence apart from the 
place of worship, or a church must be built. 
The Missionary is willing to suffer all the 
discomforts and inconveniences occasioned 
by the lack of a home in order to have a 
place of worship, a church, where prayer 
and praise may ascend to Almighty Gop un- 
interruptedly. But achurch cannot be built 
without outside help. For in the first place, 
the people are not able as yet to give, how- 
ever willing some of them are. Those who 
would gladly enjoy the benefits and minis- 
tration of the Gospel, are poor. They sym- 
pathize and work with us in our efforts to 
accomplish the object we have in view and 
are laboring to secure. Bishop Tuttle of Salt 
Lake City, Utah, will gladly and gratefully 
receive any contribution for the above pur- 
pose.” 
A RESPONSIBLE POSITION. 

Catrrornia.—The Rev. Joun A. EMEry, 
of Tustin, sends the following account of the 
large field under his charge. He says the 
area of country of which his church is the 
centre is over four hundred square miles and 
he is the only Missionary of the Church in 
that part of the country. 

‘‘T held the first Service at Tustin City on 
the 19th of September, 1880; a year later we 
occupied St, Paul’s Church, free of debt; in 
May, 1884, the rectory was built, and this 
year we have paid the debt on that building. 
The church at Tustin supplies the present 
needs of Orange, and in part of Santa Ana. 
All baptisms and confirmations take place 
there. The area of country of which it is 
the centre embraces over four hundred 
square miles. The number of communicants 
has increased from thirteen in 1880 to sixty- 
one in this report. The distance at which 
many reside from the church accounts for 
the comparatively small average of com- 
municants receiving. 

‘‘At Santa Ana we have purchased a valu- 
able lot in the centre of the town, with a 
building uponit. It is valued at $1,600, on 
which we owe $800, the only debt of the 
Santa Ana Valley Mission. The interest on 
this debt is met by the rent of the building. 
I hold Service in the Odd Fellows’ Hall at 
Santa Ana each Sunday evening, and admin- 
ister the Holy Communion there to those 
who cannot attend at Tustin on the third 
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Sunday of each month. If we could but 
pay the debt on this property, it would be 
but a short time before we could have a 
church there. We ought also to have a 
chapel at Orange. | 

‘‘In the same area that is now under) 
my charge, the Presbyterians have eight 
ministers and a like number of places of 
worship—the Methodists (North and South) 
ten. Our own people are nearly all of them | 
poor—some, very poor; they are widely 
scattered, and to reach them requires con- 
stant driving at the rate of more than two 
hundred miles each month. The only assist- 
ance that I have, now that Mr. Mills has left, 
is from a lay-reader, Mr. Charles P. Taft, | 
duly licensed by the Bishop. There should 
be one, if not two other Missionaries in this 
field, if there only were the means to sup- 
port them; and we need help for Santa Ana 
and Orange at once, to enable us to build 
there and have a centre in those towns for 
the Church people living there. 

‘<The interest in the Services in all parts of 
the field continues—the prospect is good for 
an increase of numbers during the coming 
year—but the financial outlook is not as good 
as it has been, owing to the hard times.” 


OrEGON.—The Rev. Ooravius PaRrKER 
writes from Eugene: ‘‘It gives me pleasure| 
to state that there is a steady improvement in 
my work. Although our numbers are small 
we have been at work in the year past. At 
Eugene a rectory has been built at a cost of 
$1,650. Wood-shed, sidewalk and fence 
have been built at a cost of $125. School- 
house has been moved at a cost of $40. 
Trees have been planted, a sewer one hun- 
dred feet long has been made, and other little 
things done at a cost of about $100 more. 
At Oakland a belfry has been built and a 
sidewalk four hundred feet long laid, costing 
not less than $150. At Rosebury a new roof 
has been put on the church and the church 
braced and a walk one hundred feet long 
laid at a cost of upwards of $150. I trust, of 
course, that the spiritual has kept pace with 
all this and have reason to believe that I 
ought to be satisfied. You know that we 
are laying foundations for the future and 
what we are doing in externals will make 
the work so much the easier for a clergyman 
to handle in years tocome. We have no 
debts except a small matter owing to me 


which does not count.” 


New Mexico.—The Rev. E. Warr writes 
from Silver City: ‘‘ During the quarter I held 
six Services at Fort Bayard, where I had 
large congregations for this Territory. The 
remuneration, however, is next to nothing, 
but I continued to go there in the hope 
of doing some good to the poor soldiers, 
who but for our Services would have no 
religious privileges of any kind. I went to 
Camp Fleming until the only family really 
interested in religion left for Colorado, and 
if they return I can continue the Services, 
but unless they do I would not get my ex- 
penses. There are other places where I 
could hold an occasional Service if I had 
the means of defraying my expenses. At 
present the condition of New Mexico is be- 
yond the power of description, owing to the 
fact that a band of murderous armed 
Apaches are killing people in every direc- 
tion. I cannot leave town until something 
has been done to put a stop to such a terrible 
state of things. IfI could it would be use- 
less, for the soldiers are all out, and the state 
of excitement is unprecedented even in the 
history of such hostile incursions by the 
savages. No one can tell how long this 
state of things is going to continue, and the 
only thing that can be done is to keep gar- 
rison and await the issue. There seems to be 
no end to discouragements, and yet, as I said 
before I say now, there is no place in the 
world where a Missionary is needed more 
than here, as many of those to whom I 
minister are not within the reach of religious 
instruction of any kind, apart from the 
ministrations of our Church. We need a 
small church or chapel in Silver City very 
much, but we have not the money to build. 
I trust Gop, who is infinite in resources, will 
raise up some friend or friends to help us.” 


ALABAMA.—A good opportunity to help a 
church that is doing all it can to help itself is 
presented in the following interesting paper 
forwarded by the Rev.I.S. Jonnsron, Mobile: 
‘At the foot of Mobile Bay, forty miles 
from the city, in a secluded spot, entirely 
off of every line of travel, completely shut 
out from the eye of the outside world, is a 
small settlement of oystermen, and fisher- 
men, nearly all reared in the Lutheran Church. 
About eight years ago, the Rev. Asa Rob- 
erts, belonging to the permanent order of 
Deacons, became acquainted with, and deeply 
interested in these people, and began t 
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visit them, and hold Services in their houses. 
The result has been the gradual growth of a 
Mission numbering fifteen communicants, 
with nearly every family, not Romanists, 
thoroughly identified with the Episcopal 
Church. We have a pre-emption claim in 
the settlement, and can hold it if we are 
diligent to improve our opportunity. The 
people have gone to work to build a plain, 
yet neat church, which will cost about $300. 
Most of the work will be done by themselves, 
as they are all accustomed to the use of tools 
in building and repairing their boats. They 
will not be able to put the furniture in the 
church this winter without help. I write this 
to enlist the sympathy and assistance of some 
of our liberal contributors to our missionary 


* work at home and abroad. They need about 


$50 for pews, and about $25 for chancel fur- 
niture. A Bible and Prayer Book for the 
chancel would also be an acceptable gift. On 
a recent visit to this Mission I held two Ser- 
vices in a room 15 x 15, into which forty 
people were crowded; and the next day saw 
the men and boys packing the lumber for 
the church on their shoulders from the beach 
to the place where the church was to be 
built, about fifty yards, because they have 
no teams. This in August, and close down 
to the tropics. Surely such people not only 
shame us who with greater privileges are so 
lukewarm, but deserve our sympathy and 
assistance.” 


Sourn Caroiina.—Miss ANNIE Ewxanp, 
a lady deeply interested in the Mission 
Church at White Horse Roads, Greenville 
Co., writes of it as follows: ‘‘In view 
of the crying need for missionary effort 
in the writer’s neighborhood, an earnest 
attempt was made by her a few years ago 
to obtain the necessary funds to build a small 
Mission church. English relatives and 
friends liberally responded, and many sym- 
pathizing Christian friends in this country 


most kindly contributed. The result was 
the building of a neat and appropriate 
edifice which was about three years ago so 
far completed as to admit of regular monthly 
Services. Two hundred and fifty dollars 
are yet required to so far complete the build- 
ing as to fit it for comfortable occupation, 
especially as winter isnow approaching. A 
small organ would greatly assist, but in 
the greater needs above mentioned the writer 
cannot now appeal for aid to obtain this.

Inpiana.—From Peru, we have a letter 
from the Rev. W. B. Busu, of Trinity Church, 
full of praise ‘‘for the divine blessing on the 
past, and of hope for the future.” He says: 
“‘T am happy to be able to report that the 
work begun in Peru a little more than a year 
ago has met with encouraging success. The 
church building was in a bad condition, and 
the congregation was almost disorganized. 
During the past year the Bishop has visited 
us three times, and confirmed ten persons. 
A Ladies’ Guild, organized last autumn, has 
worked faithfully and well, and we have 
been able not only to meet our parochial and 
diocesan expenses, but also to so improve the 
outside appearance of our church building 
that it may command the respect of the 
community. On Easter Day we had very 
good congregations, and in the evening the 
crowd was so great that some were com- 
pelled to remain outside of the building. 
Our people feel considerable interest in the 
Services, and a few of the children are en- 
gaged in making little articles to be used by 
the Woman’s Auxiliary.

MISSIONARY REPORTS. 

A NUMBER of the Missionaries and teach- 
ers send this year only statistical reports. 
We make selections from the accompanying 
letters of the others: 

The Rey. O. E. Hemiz SHAnnoy, native 
Deacon in charge of Hoffman Station, re- 
ports nine baptisms of adults—‘‘ persons 
born, raised up and grounded in heathen- 
ism.” Two of these have since died. He 
believes that they ‘‘have been called away 
to enjoy everlasting bliss.” The death of 
the first made a great impression upon the 
minds of both the Christian and heathen 
natives that gathered at the funeral. It is 
his conviction ‘‘that two of the living con- 
verts were drawn to Gop partly through the 
effect of the conversion and death of that 
man.” Another of the converts was an old 
woman whose mother had been a ‘‘demon 
doctress,”’ but was the first convert baptized 
directly from the heathen, he understands, 
in our Mission. 

Of his preaching in the native town he 
writes, that, finding he ‘‘ could not have both 
evening Service in St. James Church and 
also preach among the heathen on Sunday, 
it was thought better that the second Service 
should be in the native towns near by.” Mr. 
Shannon, Mr. Proud, lay-reader, and some 
of the congregation have gone out to these 
places, while Mr. Brunot, native teacher, 
accompanied by others, was conducting simi- 
lar Services elsewhere. Mr. Shannon says 
that the people are much more interested in 
hearing the Gospel than they formerly were 
and thinks it manifest that the Gospel is nearer 


to their hearts than heretofore. Of his own 
congregation he remarks that there is marked 
seriousness among the young men who are 
partaking more regularly of the Holy Com- 
munion than heretofore, and that the people 
generally show more willingness of mind in 
sustaining the expenses of their own wor- 
ship. They have pledges amounting to $250, 
in money or its equivalent in labor, toward 
the rebuilding of the church for which an 
appeal was made in a recent number. Is 
very anxious for a boarding-school, that the 
children may be continually under Christian 
influences. The Bishop, while in this country, 
asked that there might be appropriated, 
when it was possible, $850 for a school-house 
at this station and $300 per annum for the 
support of twelve boarding-pupils. 


Mr. J. W. AsHon, Catechist, and the Bus- 
iness Agent of the Cape Palmas District, who 
has recently been given a permanent appoint- 
ment, sends, in the absence of the Mission- 
ary Bishop, the usual report for St. Mark’s 
Church, Harper, and the work in the vicin- 
ity, and that of the Female Orphan Asylum 
and Girls’ School. A new station is men- 
tioned, the ‘‘ Native New Town.” Here he 
says are gathered two hundred and forty- 
nine Grebos, ‘‘ who have fled from their re- 
vengeful neighbors and settled near East 
Harper under the protection of the Liberian 
Government.” He continues: 


They are much under the influence of our 
Church. Divine Service is held at this 
point every Sunday about eight P.M. : 
They have a number of promising boys and 
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girls to whom we hope to be of good service 
in training them in Christian “virtue and 
truth. The natives in the vicinity of Cape 
Palmas are much more interested about the 
education of their children than formerly. 
There are more applications from heathen 
parents to place their children in the Asylum 
than we can entertain for want of room and 
means to educate them. The seed 
sown years ago by Bishop Payne, the Rev. 
C. C. Hoffman and others is now springing 
up and we may look for a good harvest not 
very far in the future. 


Mr. E.W. APPLETON WADE, native teacher 
at Fishtown (or Fair Haven), has not so good 
areport. He writes:

have been interrupted during the last six 
months on account of the dreadful sickness, 
small-pox, which still continues. 
But the merciful Gop who is the protector 
of all that trust in Him still protects and 
guides us. . However, I did not 
prove myself to be idle, but have been trying 
to do what I could in the sight of Gop. 

Mr. Samuel E. Appleton Hne, who was 
baptized by the Rev. 8. D. Ferguson in the 
year 1882, with his wife and infant removed 
in August from the heathen town into the 
Mission station. . . His infant has 
been baptized by the Rev. O. E. Hemie 
Shannon. She was named Julia C. Emery. 

I pray that the Almighty Gop, the Lorp 
of life and death, of sickness and health, will 
regard our supplications and that He may 
withdraw from us the grievous sickness with 
which we are afflicted in order that we may 
go forward and labor more and more faith- 
fully in His vineyard unto our life’s end, 
through Jesus Curist our blessed Lorp 
and Saviour. Amen. 


The Rev. J. G. Monerr, who is not sup- 
ported by the Board, kindly sends the usual 
report to enable us to have complete statis- 
tics of the Jurisdiction. He writes after a 
long illness, but is hopeful: says that their 
prospects are good and they have not the 
least cause to murmur. He would be glad 
if the station could be provided for under 
our appropriations, as he has to labor much 


of the time for his own support, to the detri- 
ment of his Mission work. It will be re- 
membered that Bishop Ferguson was desirous 
of establishing a school at this point and 
asked for $500 for a building and $250 per 
annum for a teacher, but these items were 
among those that were stricken out of the 
Bishop’s estimate because the Board could 
not, in view of the state of the treasury, 
take up new work. 

Mr. Monger further says that the heathen, 
wherever he has visited them, have given 
every encouragement for workmen to come 
among them and assurances that they will 
comply with any reasonable request that 
may be made of them for pupils, etc. They 
have even come down to the coast and in- 
vited Mr. Monger to go up among them. 
He concludes: ‘‘ As soon as our chief shall 
have arrived and laid out his missionary 
work in the field, we shall enter in.” 


The next point going up the coast is Bassa. 
The Rev. Pautus Moorr reports at length. 
Lenten Services were held as regularly as 
possible at both Upper and Lower Buchanan. 
He has stated Services on Sundays, Fridays 
and Church days. He thinks the attendance 
is as good as can be expected under the 
circumstances. He is instructing a Confir- 
mation class. He concludes: 

Lastly, allow me to say a few words 
about the memorial Service for my late 
brother, the Rev. L. L. Montgomery, for 
the Sunday-school of St. Andrew’s Church. 
The eulogy was most eloquently delivered 
by the superintendent, Dr. J. S. Smith. 
His tribute to the late rector was most 
touching and pathetic and his appeal to the 
Sunday-school stirring and instructive. The 
large attendance showed how highly Mr. 
Montgomery was appreciated in this com- 
munity. 

The Rev. G. W. Gipson, Superintendent 
at Cape Mount, writes, that Mr. Gomer 
Lewis, under temporary appoiutment, en- 
tered upon his duties at Jondoo, the new 
out-station, on the 27th of March.

FROM BE. M. GRIFFITH, M.D. 
Sr. Joun’s COLLEGE, 

SHANGHAI, July 18th. 
Ihave reopened our medical station at 
Tsung Zu, a village two miles from here. 
Upon my first visit I was rather disappointed, 
owing to the fact that only one patient pre- 
sented himself for treatment. My disap- 
pointment, however, was only short-lived, 
for upon my next visit, having had our local 
minister spread the news that I should visit 
the dispensary every Wednesday, I was 
greeted by a house full to overflowing with 
persons who wished to consult the ‘‘new 
foreign doctor.” I have every reason to be- 
lieve that the station will become a flourish- 
ing branch of the medical work carried on 

at St. Luke’s Hospital and at the College. 


REPORT OF MEDICAL WORK IN SHANGHAI. 
For the year ending June 30th, 1885. 


I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the Medical Mission at this place 
for the past year: 

Our work, on the whole, has gone on 
quietly and prosperously enough. Owing to 
the state of war between France and China, 
the Chinese were greatly excited, and many 
of them did not feel disposed to trust any 
foreign nation. Shortly after the French 
attack on Foochow, the number of patients 
in the wards of the hospital, and in the out- 
patient department, was greatly reduced. 
After a while, however, the natives learned 
that the Chinese wounded at Foochow had 
been admitted into the American missionary 
hospital there, and tenderly cared for. The 
people began to return to St. Luke’s, and 
soon our work was as large as ever. About 
two yearsago the Women’s Union Missionary 
Society sent out Dr. Reifsnyder, a lady 
graduate of the Philadelphia Medical School 
for Women, who had also had special hos- 
pital training after her regular course of 
study. Upon her arrival in Shanghai to join 
her Mission here, I placed the facilities of 
our hospital at her disposal until such time 
as her own hospital and dispensary could be 
built. While we have always had large 
numbers of women and girls coming to us 
for medical and surgical treatment, the 


Chinese women will not allow a man to treat 
them for the diseases peculiar to their sex. 
Thus thousands of the women in China 
suffer from the want of skilled medical care. 
Last November, at St. Luke’s Hospital, Dr. 
Reifsnyder, assisted by Dr. Jamieson, Chief 
Consulting Surgeon Imperial Chinese Cus- 
toms, Dr. Pichou, Health Officer of the 
French Municipal Council, Dr. Mirabel, 
Surgeon of the French Legation, and myself, 
operated on the wife of one of the soldiers 
of the Imperial army. The patient had a 
very large ovarian tumor and the Chinese 
doctors had given her up to die. The oper- 
ation, which, owing to complications, was 
one of more than ordinary difficulty, was 
very skilfully performed, and on the forty- 
second day the patient returned home cured. 
This happy result was greatly assisted by 
the self-denying labors of Miss McKechnie, 
a trained nurse from Philadelphia, who has 
joined Dr. Reifsnyder in her work. Difii- 
cult as this case was, and brilliantly success- 
ful as it turned out to be, its chief impor- 
tance lies in the fact that this was the first 
successful case of ovariotomy performed in 
North China. Dr. Kerr, of Canton, had 
performed this operation successfully, but 
here in the north his work had never been 
heard of by the Chinese. Since the above 
operation was performed, more women have 
shown a desire to avail themselves of foreign 
surgical skill than ever before. Quite lately 
I have removed an enormous tumor of the 
breast, a deeply-seated tumor of the neck, 
resected the elbow-joint, opened the ab- 
domen, and performed some other operations 
on women; and my colleague, Dr. Jamieson, 
has had a number of operations on women, 
for genu valgum, removal of breasts, and 
several eye operations. All of these opera- 
tions were successful. There still remains 
the special work which in this country only 
a woman can do. Here in Shanghai we 
have the Woman’s Union Society Hospital, 
the U. 8. Seventh-day Baptist Hospital, and 
the Southern Baptists expect to found a 
woman’s hospital here. The local want is 
fully supplied. Our Mission has a woman’s 
hospital ready built at Wuchang, a great 
viceregal city. There is the opening. 


THE MEDICAL DEPARTMENT OF ST. JOHN’S 
COLLEGE, 


The present class of medical students 
numbers five. The senior student lives at 
St. Luke’s Hospital, and performs the duties 
of an tnterne, seeing many cases and gaining 
a practical acquaintance with the duties of 
his profession. One student lives at St. 
John’s College, where he studies under Dr, 
Griffith. He assists the Doctor at the dispen- 
sary, and also at the Tsung Zu Dispensary. 
Three students live in the Medical School 
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building, which is built on a part of the same 
lot that my house stands on. These stu- 
dents are pursuing their studies faithfully. 
It is difficult to teach them anatomy properly 
where no dissection is allowed, but the 
Foreign Committee have promised to send 
mea first-class manikin from Paris,* and with 
this help we hope to be able to give them a 
better understanding of the subject than they 
have been able to obtain heretofore. The 
senior students have a good chance to learn 
from the actual practical work in the wards 
and in the operating-room. 


TRAINING-SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 

We have two men and one woman who 
are being especially trained for the duties of 
nursing. It is our desire to fit them for the 
position of skilled nurses, who will be of 
invaluable service to the sick. 

ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL. 

Our former senior assistant in charge of 
this hospital left us last autumn. He has 
set up as a doctor in private practice. Mr. 
Fong, who formerly had charge of the dis- 
pensaries at St. John’s and Tsung Zu, is now 
living at the hospital and acts as the resi- 
dent physician. Mr. Ding Ming, the senior 
medical student, also resides in the build- 
ing, and performs the duties of an interne. 
My morning visit is made to the wards at 
nine o'clock. Dr. Jamieson makes his visit 
at ten o’clock. The out-patients begin to 
gather at twelve o’clock to attend Divine 
Service. At two o’clock I hold the clinic 
for out-patients; the medical students assist 
at this work. Our surgical operations are 
performed in the building especially con- 
structed for that purpose. Most of the 
surgical cases are dressed in this building, 
as we consider this a better plan than doing 
our work in the wards before the other 
patients,

The in-patients were persons admitted to 
the wards of the hospital for medical and 
surgical treatment. There were 119 surgical 
operations performed in the wards of the 
hospital during the year; of this number a 
good many were grave and important cases. 
In the out-patient department 517 surgical 
operations were performed by the senior 


assistant, the senior medical students, and 
myself. We use the most thorough and 
systematic cleanliness, and the full antisep- 
tic system, and our results continue to be 
very favorable. The Rev. Hoong Neok 
Woo has charge of the medical work at 
Kia Ding and the neighboring stations. 
Mr. Woo still brings us many interesting 
cases and does much to help the medical 
work along. Dr. Jamieson still continues 
his self-imposed labors, for which he has no 
other reward than the gratitude of those 
whom he relieves. 


THE DONATION FROM THE CHURCH OF THE 
HOLY TRINITY, PHILADELPHIA. 


The very liberal donation from members 
of the Church of the Holy Trinity, Philadel- 
phia, was applied to the purchase of a house 
and lot in Hong Kew. The house is now 
the doctor’s residence. As the lot was a 
large one there was room enough for us to 
build a house for the medical school and 
students’ residence. These buildings are 
quite near the hospital, just where the 
doctor and his students should be, and we 
owe them to their generosity. 


ARRIVAL OF DR. GRIFFITH. 


Last January we had the pleasure of wel- 
coming Dr. Griffith, who came out to join 
the medical department of St. John’s Col- 
lege. The Doctor was given charge of 
the dispensaries at St. John’s College 
and at Tsung Zu, and he resides at St. 
John’s. During my illness in April and a 
part of May the Doctor attended to my work 
for me, and performed several surgical 
operations at the hospital. The medical 
work has made steady progress during the 
year. Large numbers of the natives have 
heard the Gospel tidings, and some of them 
have profited by what they have heard. 
The medical students are doing their work 
faithfully; they pass their semi-annual ex- 
aminations before the faculty of St. John’s 


3|College, and give fair evidence of proficiency 


in their studies. The nurses are learning 
their duties, and I have every reason to hope 
for continued prosperity in the future.

There has been no suspension of the work. 
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During my absence, patients have been 
treated at the dispensary, and received 
into the hospital by the assistant, Wong 
Tsun San; and at the same time, have been 
carefully registered. There are no new or 
interesting features to report. The work 
has progressed steadily, and I hope is in some 
measure appreciated by the Chinese.

Four hours daily are spent in receiving 
dispensary patients. It may be asked whether 
the individual cases, of the number recorded, 
can be examined satisfactorily in this short 
time. My answer would be that they could 
not. Whenitis remembered, however, that 
quite a large proportion of the cases treated 
have either skin-diseases, or other slight dis- 
orders, which can be easily diagnosed and 
quickly treated, the cases are not so much 
slighted as at first might be supposed. 

Some three months since, a suitable site 
for the proposed hospital in the city was 
offered. The deed was written, and signed 
in legal form by the owner of the property 
andthe middle-men. It was then witnessed, 
and officially sealed by the United States 
Consul, and forwarded by him to the Chinese 
officials to be stamped. Thus far the offi- 
cials have thrown difficulties in the way, and 
refuse to stamp the deed, but promise to 
assist in buying another site. The Consul is 
still in correspondence with them, and I hope 
we may eventually secure a place. General 
Shepard on this and other occasions has been 
most kind and courteous in rendering his 
assistance, and the Mission is under many 
obligations to him for these and other 
favors. 

I mentioned in my last report that there 
were two young men studying with me. 
They are called medical students, and so, in 
a sense, they are; but it would be giving a 
wrong impression to suppose that under the 
most favorable circumstances, they geta full 
and thorough course in medicine. They are 
taught dispensary work, it is true, and assist 
in all the operations performed; but this 
practical course should be supplemented by 
thorough daily study and examinations. I 
need scarcely say that it would be beyond 
the power of any one man to give this daily 
drill. The unavoidable interruptions to 
teaching them are numerous; but it is my 
wish to give them an hour in anatomy and 
other subjects after the dispensary patients 
have been seen.

FROM REPORT OF THE REY. H. N. WOO.* 
Kra-Dine, June 25th, 1885. 

Our Church work in and out of this city 
is slowly increasing. We are making daily 
friends and acquaintances through my dis- 
pensary work. 

On Easter Sunday morning I baptized 
three adults and four children; three of the 
latter were from our schools. These were 
from two families—three adults and two 
children of one family, and two boys of 
another. Those of the first family had been 
candidates for Baptism over two years, be- 
cause the man had been intemperate for part 
of his life. He only reformed after we got 
a station in the town of Nar-Kong some 
three years ago. He was well tried by me, 
because I considered the first fruits of a new 
Mission district to be very important. His 
wife and children were quite bright and 
good. I hope the Lorp will bless them with 
the Holy Spirit, and that they may be real 
good examples as the good Christians for 
their relations and neighbors. The man’s 
parents are still quite active, and are engaged 
in business with their younger son, in an- 
other town. The old man has heard of the

JAPAN.

The influence that this Church 
of Evangelical Truth and Apostolic Order 
will then have upon the people of Christian 
Japan depends upon the efforts she makes 
now.” 

FLOOD AT OSAKA. 
From The Hiogo News of July 7th and 9th 


we gather some details of an inundation 


which wrought much havoe and loss of life 
in Osaka and the surrounding country. 
Heavy rains had been almost continuous 
since the middle of June; the fruitful valley 
between Kioto and Osaka was flooded, 
bridges were carried away, many entire 
villages were submerged, thirteen be- 
ing literally blotted out of existence; 
while in another, numbering five hundred 
houses, but one was left standing. Crops 
were destroyed, and thousands were suffer- 
ing from lack of food. At arough estimate 
fifteen thousand lives were lost, and damages 
to the extent of many millions of dollars were- 
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sustained. More than one-third of the city 
of Osaka was flooded, including the entire 
“Concession ”—the section inhabited by for- 
eigners—many houses were swept away, 
numerous lives were lost, and thousands 
were rendered homeless. Through the kind- 


ness of the authorities, all the residents of | 


the Concession were removed to a place of 
safety, and their property was carefully 
guarded. Eleven thousand persons were 
receiving public assistance, and contribu- 
tions for the relief fund were rapidly flow- 
ing in, including four hundred dollars from 
the foreign residents. The calamity is said 
to be one of the most severe that has befall- 
en the empire within a century. 


REPORT OF THE REY. HENRY D. PAGE. 
Toxo, June 30th, 1885. 

I have the honor to report that for the 
year past I have been steadily engaged in 
the work assigned me—the study of the 
language. I have made, I think, fair prog- 
ress in my study, having accomplished, if 
not so much asI could wish, at leastas much 
as I could reasonably expect. As you have 
had from time to time detailed accounts of 
what I have been doing, it will perhaps be 
unnecessary to specify the books that have 
been read, etc., but it will suffice to say that 
I have followed the general plan indicated, 
and have done rather more than less than 
the amount assigned for one year. In addi- 
tion to the study of the language, which is 
my chief occupation, I have during the past 
session taught mathematics in the afternoon 
for an hour and a half daily at St. Paul’s 
School, and for two evenings in the week 
during some months past I have taught the 
language to my wife and several other ladies 
of the Mission whose study has been much 
more interrupted than mine. In the way of 
more direct religious instruction my work 
has been as follows: 

A Bible-class of five members, average at- 
tendance, in St. Paul’s Sunday-school; 
another Bible-class of two members who 
meet me at my house two nights in the 
week; instruction in the Epistle to the 
Romans on Sunday afternoons to a young 
man who is a student at the Tokio Univer- 
sity and a teacher in St. Paul’s Sunday- 
school. 

I may also mention that I have preached 
four times at the English chapel in Shiba, 
Tokio, and in turn with Mr. Woodman and 
Mr. Cole have taken our own Sunday even- 
ing Service in English at St. Paul’s. One 
member of the week-day Bible-class just re- 
ferred tohas become a catechumen—a happy 
result owing not solely to his instruction 


\the Bible. 


from me, as he had been for some time pre- 
vious a regular attendant upon the Services 
of the Church. He seems, I am glad to say, 
much in earnest; but the serious illness of 
two of his brothers has for several months 
detained him from the school and the Bible- 
class. Three other young men for some 
time past have also been members of this 
same Class, but I have not reported them as 
my pupils because they properly belong to 
Mrs. Page. One of them was under her 
daily instruction for six months, and the 
other two more recently have come three 
times a week to receive her instruction in 
All three have become candi- 
dates for Baptism, and though they are not 
so earnest as we could wish, we try not to 
expect the fully ripe fruits of faith before 
the tender blade and ear, and hope and pray 
for them that in due time they may be found 
worthy of the Christian calling. All my 
teaching has hitherto been in English—an 
imperfect medium for conveying the truth 
to men of another tongue and race; but I 
have been glad to do even a little which, 
without retarding the real work of the year, 
might be helpful to others, and which the 
Master might own and bless as done in His 
Name and strength. 


REPORT OF THE REV. N. KANAI.* 
Toxio, July 2d, 1885. 


I beg to report that during the year there 
have been six persons baptized, and eight 
persons confirmed. Now six persons have 
finished their preparation, and will be bap- 
tized next month. A Service, lasting a 
whole day, with a number of sermons, was 
held twice during the year. The first time 
on Epiphany, January 6th; the second time, 
Friday, June 5th, at Trinity Chapel. At 
the first meeting a large number of people 
filled the church. At the second meeting 
three hundred people heard sermons; some 
men were moved to tears; also some men 
believed the Gospel. Afterward many peo- 
ple continuously came to the church. 

The believers zealously labored for the 
sermon-meeting. Dr. Harrell examines sick 
men twice in the week—Tuesday and Fri- 
day—at our church; at the same time I in- 
struct them in the Scripture. Five of the 
patients are preparing for Baptism. I sup- 
pose many of the sick after a time will be- 
come believers, because they feel thankful 
that their sick bodies have been healed, and 
that Christianity teaches more charity than 
other religions. Mrs. Harrell began a Bible- 
class at my house among the wives and 
daughters of my neighbors; also my mother

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and wife work at the Bible-class and try to 
make it a bridge to lead some women to the 
Church. Before last Whit-sunday some of 
our believers, feeling ashamed to receive 
help from the Mission, zealously talked of 
self-help, and made strong addresses at a 
prayer-meeting with reference to it, but as 
some were opposed, I feared if it were 
pressed then, trouble would arise. But 
afterward three members of our church, in 
order to bring about self-help, offered one 
and a half yen, each, every month, and 
went to brother’s house to urge them to as- 
sist. Then all the members consented, and 
at the last meeting it was agreed to con- 
tribute about ten yen every month, as a 
foundation for self-help. They earnestly 
desire to pay all expenses, and hope soon to 
begin to walk alone without help from the 
Mission. I sincerely hope that the Christians 
may fulfil their duty in working for the 
Church, and that our Trinity congregation 
may soon grow. 


LETTER FROM MRS. F. W. HARRELL. 
Toxio, June 30th. 
It has been a great pleasure for me to as- 


sist, even a little, in the dissemination of| 


Gospel truth among the few that I can reach. 
I almost always go with Dr. Harrell to the 
Ohashi Dispensary, where I am at least an 
object of curiosity to the people and where I 
have become much interested in several cases. 
One of these is a boy who comes frequently 
for treatment. His whole body except his 
tongue has been paralyzed for years. The 
Doctor has treated him for six months and 
now he is able to walk by himself. He was 
much delighted with some Sunday-school 
papers which I gave him, and repeated for 
me the Creed, which he had learned from 
Mr. Kanai. His great ambition is to go to 
St. Paul’s to school. He is a bright little 
fellow and one’s sympathies can but be ex- 
cited by him. 

I often have little talks with the patients 
and give them tracts and papers. It would 


be more satisfactory if I had some funds for 
buying these. 

Mrs. Ishibashi, one of the Doctor’s pri- 
vate patients, is improving wonderfully un- 
der his treatment. She is a bright, pretty 
woman and has long been confined to the 
house. I usually went to see her once or 
twice a week. One day she quite surprised 
me by saying that she would like to become 
a Christian, but as she could not get out to 
Services, it was difficult for her to learn any- 
thing; whereupon I offered to teach her and 
any of her friends. These she said prayed 
to idols and would not care to be present. I 
suggested fancy-work as a means of attract- 
ing them. The next time I called she said 
they would be glad to accept my offer and 
that, they did not care for the fancy-work. 
The last clause I was especially glad to hear. 
There have always been as many as seven 
women and several children present. 

Last week, after reading and explaining 
the Scriptures to them for an hour, I thought 
it would be well to stop and let them go 
home to prepare their dinners; but they 
begged me to continue, which I did. 

I have another class near Ohashi, in the 
Rey. Mr. Kanai’s house. The number of at- 
tendants varies, sometimes as many as eleven 
are present; several of them are Christians, 
They have so little idea of time that I usu- 
ally have to wait an hour for the members 
to get together, before I can begin, which is 
rather trying. I have a class every morning 
in the house. 

Seven girls from St. Margaret’s are in my 
Sunday-school class at St. Paul’s. I teach 
without an interpreter and find it less tire- 
some than with one. I have made arrange- 
ments to begin to teach English to a lady of 
high rank in September. It is difficult for 
Missionaries in general to obtain access to 
such. The Doctor’s medical friends are 
bringing their wives to see me, and I hope 
to have a good influence over them.

MEETINGS. 

In the Missionary year, September, 1884-September, 1885, the Secretary 
and Honorary Secretary of the Auxiliary have visited twenty-five Dioceses and 
Missionary Jurisdictions, attending ninety-five meetings. In making these 
visits they have gone from Minnesota to South Carolina, and from New Hamp- 
shire to California, and everywhere they have felt the benefit of the gathering 
together of the Auxiliary workers. 

For these meetings do much more good than the simple bringing to the 
notice of people who otherwise would not hear them, the accounts of Mission- 
ary labor. <A large Diocesan meeting assembles members of many Parishes, 
and shows them they have a common interest outside those Parish limits. The 
visit of a friend from the Mission Rooms brings to a small country Parish 
society the feeling that its weak efforts are appreciated, and its part in the great 
body of workers recognized. The visit of that friend to a far-off Mission sta- 
tion, to a poor and feeble Diocese, brings a sense of cheer, a knowledge that, 
distant and weak, it is not forgotten, a hope that the friend who has come so 
far to see it, is but the forerunner of others who will visit it with gifts, and 
remember it upon their knees in prayer. And it brings, too, a courage to start 
afresh, to carry with new heart the old burden, and to make it lighter in that 
self-forgetfulness that finds work for others sweeter than for one’s self. 

And what do these visits bring to those who make them? As they kneel side 
by side with new-found friends—in Delaware, in South Carolina, in Arkansas 
or New Mexico—the same praises sound, the same Our Father rises from the 
lips; that Missionary prayer, Hallowed be Thy Name, is heard everywhere by 
those who do this Missionary work, and they feel their hearts go out to all, and 
yearn to work with all for all until His Kingdom come! 

And then, when it is their privilege to see something of the councils of the 
Church, and they look those men in the face whom they have long known well 
by name, it comes to them asa glad surprise, that they have been allowed in 
some little way to help those whom the Church in that place delights to honor, 
whom the Bishop looks to for support, whom their brother Clergy venerate, 
whom their people love. 
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And so, too, they see and hear of weak places, of great need, of work cry- 
ing to be done, of no workers found to do it. And they feel the pressure of a 
twofold duty; in their sphere, and as they may, to urge those whom they visit 
to the faith and hope and patience sometimes so hard for them to keep, and 
most of all to that faith in the scattering that brings the increase; and then to 
call with new force upon the strong body of workers, to arise with one mind, 


and give with open hand. 


Such inspiration as this comes from these many visits and meetings, and 
we would continue to prompt the Branches of the Auxiliary to them, as one 
great means of strengthening their individual and corporate life. 


MAINE. 


FROM THE REV. HUDSON SAWYER. 
Houuton, September 1st, 1885. 

I HAVE just completed my first year at 
Houlton, after having labored five years in 
the northern part of the county. During 
my stay at Fort Fairfield, I built the church 
at Limestone, and the school-building, house 
and chapel at Presque Isle. St. John’s 
School will begin its second year this month. 
We had seventy-six pupils the first year, and 
paid all expenses of the school from its 
income. We have reason to expect an in- 
crease in the number of pupils this coming 
year. 

As soon as the school was opened at 
Presque Isle, one year ago, I took additional 
new work in this southern part of Aroostook 
County. During the past year I have built 
a parsonage here, and have also begun work 
on a church building. We shall hope to 
finish it on the outside by Christmas, 


I have found an earnest band of workers 
here. They have small means, but are ready 
to do all they can. Thus far we have no 
debt, and it is not our purpose to create any. 
Friends from a distance have given us some 
assistance. 

We expect a visit from Bishop Neely next 
Sunday, when IJ shall have a class of twelve 
or fifteen for Confirmation. 

I now hold regular Sunday Morning Ser- 
vices at Houlton. Once in two weeks I have 
a Service at Littleton; once in four weeks 
at New Limerick; once in four weeks 
at Monticello. In all these places we have 
Church people, but only a few families at 
each place. 

J am very much encouraged in my work 
at this new station, and during the next four 
years I feel confident that, with Gop’s bless- 
ing, a strong Church centre for this part of 
Aroostook County can be built up. 


MARYLAND. 


AN ACKNOWLEDGMENT FROM THE REY. ©. B. 
PERRY, OF BALTIMORE. 

Asit is now some months since the Wo- 
man’s Auxiliary began their kind assistance 
in my plan for aiding our Sisters in the care 
of the Colored orphans in Baltimore, will you 
permit me, through the columns of THE 
Spirit oF Missions to ‘‘report progress” 
and acknowledge the kindness of many 
friends? Your readers will remember that 
the plan was to obtain eight hundred annual 
subscribers of $1.00 each, that the Sisters 
might be relieved of the burden of the rent of 
the house occupied as ‘‘The Home,” and at 
least the beginning made of a permanent 
building or purchasing fund. 

My Colored congregation had furnished the 
first twenty or thirty subscribers, when an 


opportunity to address the Pennsylvania 
Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary calied forth 
a generous response in the way of ‘‘ specials” 
and a number of subscriptions. This was 
followed by a similar opportunity in Rhode 
Island, at the meeting in Providence and 
by the response in New York and elsewhere 
of those who knew of the effort through 
yourself, the kind publication of my printed 
appeal in the Church Standard, St. Clement's 
Magazine, etc. 

Altogether, the Sister in charge reports to 
me that there are now two hundred and 
twenty-six pledges, at least eighty-nine of 
which should be credited to the Woman’s 
Auxiliary. From these eighty-nine have 
been received $134, since some have paid 


the five years’ pledge in advance, and from ~

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others have come in $294.50; fifty-four 
pledges are still unpaid. This sum, increased 
by special donations, such as $130 from 
Grace Church, Providence, has brought up 
the amount to $560.25. We had hoped to 
be in possession of $1,000 before the expira- 
tion of our lease—August 1st—and of a 
sufficient number of pledges to insure us of 
an income of $500 annually for the remain- 
ing four years. In that case we should have 
purchased a house, which we couid have 
done by paying $1,000 down, and the re- 
mainder in annual instalments of $500. We 
did not dare make the venture with our 
present amount, and have, therefore, rented 
the house for another year. We shall, how- 
ever, try to get through the winter without 
using our pledge money for rent, hoping to 
be able to purchase next spring. May we not 
hope that, by that time, at least another two 
hundred and seventy-five persons will have 
added their names to the list of annual sub- 
scribers? Who knows but some generous 
Churchman will make us a gift of the first pay- 
ment of $1,000, or of one of the $500 pay- 
ments, and so leave what we have to meet 
the balance? Such things have been done, 


but such kind friends do not seem to look 
our way! Surely, if the neatly-dressed little 
procession, with merry faces, followed by the 
earnest-looking though happy-faced black 
Sisters in their blue ‘‘habits,” passed beneath 
their windows, some of the generous-hearted 
laymen or laywomen who are ever devising 
liberal things would not look further before 
deciding where to invest heavenly treasure. 

Still, do not think us ungrateful for the 
kind interest of the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
especially as shown by its Pennsylvania and 
Rhode Island officers; for, although the hay- 
ing of two hundred and twenty-six pledges 
is still a good way off from eight hundred, 
yet it is a cheering sign of practical sym- 
pathy and a very great help. In the name of 
the Sisters, as well as for myself, permit me 
heartily to thank our kind friends. 

P.S., September 7th.—Since writing the 
above, one hundred pledges have been re- 
ceived from St. Clement’s Church, Phila- 
delphia, and twenty-five from a kind lady 
friend in Hartford, who hopes, with the 
assistance of some other ladies, to increase 
the number to one hundred. A few more 
such friends, and we are safe!

THE GOOD SAMARITAN HOSPITAL. 
LETTERS FROM MRS. EMMA J. WAKEMAN, 
MATRON. 

PortLAND, May 26th. 

I write to see if you cannot aid us in 
supplying the Hospital with instruments. 
We have nothing except an amputating case, 
and need everything else in that line. 

We have done so much work among the 
poor that it is a continual struggle to meet 
our necessary bills, and it is impossible to 
get the instruments unless we have help 
from some other source. There is no 
Protestant hospital on the coast, south of 
this point, and we have it in our power 
to do a great deal of good, if fitted for the 
work. There isa Roman Catholic institu- 
tion in the city, which is fully equipped, 
and of course takes the lead as a hospital, 
but a time has now come when we can make 
a start, if we can have some appliances, and 
if you could help us, the assistance would 
be greatly appreciated. The instruments 
we need would cost from $250 to $300. 

[Bishop Morris writes, July 11th: ‘‘ Mrs. 
Emma J. Wakeman is our present most effi- 


cient Matron at the Hospital, where she has 
been doing good work for some eight or nine 
months. About the instruments: the Hos- 
pital has no good set, having gotten along 
heretofore by using those belonging to the 
surgeons in charge. We need two or three 
hundred dollars’ worth, but I do not know 
if you could help us. Of course we should 
be much obliged if you could.”’] 

Mrs. Wakeman writes, August 27th: 

Your letter would have been answered by 
return mail had not a case of purulent 
ophthalmia come to the Hospital, of which I 
was obliged to take the entire charge. I 
have been kept constantly busy for nearly 
four weeks, all day and often neariy half 
the night; but we think the young man’s 
eyes are saved, and if such prove to be the 
case, I shall feel repaid for the care and 
anxiety. 

Iam supposed to be Matron of the Hos- 
pital, but my work is so varied, and I fill so 
many places, it is hard to give my position 
aname. I try to do my duty, and if my 
health continues good, hope to build up the 
place and make it popular. We doso much 
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charity work that we seem to be continually 
behind in paying our debts. It seems a 
terrible thing to me, as I believe in ‘‘ owing 
no man anything”; but I think it cannot be 
made to hold good in running a hospital. 

We do need the instruments so much, 
but it is impossible to get them here, I 
begin to believe. Ihave written my personal 
friends, but with very little success as yet. 
I sincerely hope some rich person may be 
moved to make us a present. Time will 
tell. 

We have a Mother’s Bed, supported by the 


ladies of the city, for the deserving unfor- 
tunate, and it has been filled most of the 
time since I have been here. When any one 
enters the door I feel responsible for them 
from that time, so you can imagine the 
burden [I bear. 

At first I put up all prescriptions and gave 
all the medicines, but the past few months 
a medical student has been here, staying for 
his board, and helping me greatly in that 
direction. : 

I like my work here exceedingly, and it 
is such a pleasure to do good. 


SOUTH DAKOTA. 


THE SANTEE MISSION UNDER THE REV. W. W. 
FOWLER. 

Tue work of the Church among the Santees 
is very satisfactory, and there is progress to be 
seen on all hands. The people attend the 
Services very well, and work to get a living 
in a way that is creditable to them. They 
are not yet what we wish they would be 
in a Churchly or secular way. There is an 
element among the people still loving to 
cling to heathen ways and ideas, and to sub- 
sist upon the earnings of their more pros- 
perous neighbors. Everywhere, however, 
there are to be seen evidences of the power 
of Curist’s religion in the breaking down 
of heathen thought and customs. 

A converted Indian is the perfect type of 
a regenerated man. In him there is an 
entire change in thought and action. New 
light, as he expresses it, has come to him. 
It is a vain hope to expect that the mere act 
of teaching the Indians civilized arts, will 
bring about a genuine civilization. The 
civilization of a people is wrought by that 
instrumentality that works an entire revolu- 
tion in the thoughts and habits. The Church 
is, therefore, the formidable power that ac- 
complishes this result. The preaching of the 
Gospel makes the people fear the fatal con- 


sequences incident to heathen darkness. All 
that is done by the Church of Gop for these 
people, is done to save them from the results 
of heathen darkness—to save their souls. 

My time is occupied among the Santees 
and otherwise as follows: The first Sunday 
in the month Iam at the central Church; I 
preach, and administer the Lorp’s Supper. 
The second Sunday I am in Springfield, 
where I conduct the Service in the English 
tongue in the village church, preach, and 
celebrate the Communion. The third Sun- 
day I go to Wabashaw Chapel, where I 
preach, and administer the Lorp’s Supper. 
On the fourth Sunday I visit East Bazille 
Chapel, where I address the people, and ad- 
minister the Communion. <A portion of the 
week-days Ispend in visiting the people, who 
are a scattered community of farmers, living 
on a stretch of country twelve by fifteen 
miles square. Some of the time I spend 
cultivating a portion of the Mission farm, 
so as to provide my team of horses, which 
are indispensable here, with oats and corn, 
something the Missionary’s poorly filled 
purse could not compete with, had he to 
buy. All this work is pleasant—a work for 
the Master—Him who has sent us as the 
heralds of the Gospel. 


WYOMING. 


LETTER FROM THE REV. JOHN ROBERTS. 
SHOSHONE INDIAN AGENCY, 

August 13th, 1885. 
We have eighty-six scholars on the roll, 
all members of the Sunday-school. The in- 
terest taken in them by kind friends has had 
a very beneficial effect, impressing them 
with the reality of that religion which 
prompts those who are far away and whom 
they have never seen to take such an interest 
in their welfare and happiness, and makes 
their ‘‘ hearts feel good,” as they say. Most 
of them are young, a few almost grown, 
Those who are old enough, beside learning 
in school, work on the farm, and attend to 
all the out-door manual labor connected with 


the school, while the girls take part in the 
household duties. At present the children 
are all at home fora six weeks’ holiday, but on 
the first day school reopens they will be here 
almost to a scholar, answering to their names. 

There are two other clergymen working 
among the Indians here. The Rev. W. 
Jones, who is with the Shoshones, is living 
in the midst of his people, camping out in a 
tent. The Missionary to the Arapahoes is 
himself an Arapahoe Indian, the Rev. Sher- 
man Coolidge. He hopes soon to have a 
little dwelling at the Arapahoe camp, where 
he will be in the midst of his people, and 
endeavor, by example and precept, to lead . 
them to a higher life. 
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PARAGRAPHS. 


THE Board of Trustees, at a meeting held 
on June 9th, voted the following loans to 
aid in building churches: Mission at Clifton, 
California, $300; Mission at Waycross, 
Georgia, $250; St. John’s Church, Butte, 
Montana, $3,000; Mission at Perham, Min- 
nesota, $500; Mission at Norwood, Vir- 
ginia, $300; Mission at Sierra Madre, Cali- 
fornia, $500; Trinity Parish, Scotland Neck, 
North Carolina, $1,000; North Branch 
Mission, Lapeer, Michigan, $300; St. James’ 
Church, Greenville, Mississippi, $1,000. 


At the Convocation of the Jurisdiction of 
New Mexico and Arizona, held on August 
19th, resolutions were unanimously adopted 
requesting every missionary station in the 
jurisdiction to make an annual offering, as 
liberal in amount as possible, to the Ameri- 
can Church Building Fund Commission ; 
and, as workers in the missionary field, 
where the need of aid in church erection is 
specially felt, appealing to their brethren in 
the older and richer dioceses to hasten the 
completion of the building fund to the full 
million dollars with the least possible delay. 


Too much emphasis cannot be placed 
upon the action taken by the Convocation 
of New Mexico and Arizona in requesting 
every Mission in the jurisdiction to make 


an annual offering to the Church Building 
Fund. Let this example be copied by every 
diocese and missionary jurisdiction. Let 
there be a steady and universal purpose to 
raise the full million dollars. It must be 
kept in mind that an annual offering for 
this object in every congregation through- 
out the whole Church was recommended by 
the General Convention. Can any argu- 
ment or plea be added to the voice of the 
highest authority in the Church ? 


The Rev. W. T. Haywarp, Rector of St. 
Paul’s Church, Manistee, Diocese of West- 
ern Michigan, writes under date of Sep- 
tember 7th, ‘‘ Enclosed find our offering of 
yesterday for the Fund. I preached on the 
work of the Commission yesterday. We 
have taken offerings every year. If every 
Church had done accordingly you would 
have more than a million.” Mr. Hayward’s 
example is commended to every rector and 
Missionary. Vast results may be accom- 
plished by united efforts. 


The beneficial effects of loans for church- 
building are already seen. Many churches 
have been thus aided. Their expressions of 
gratitude, and testimony of the benefit re- 
ceived, argue for constant and increased 
activity in this department of church work,
